AGRICULTURE IN CANADA. 

A Verr Intercstlne and Initructlve Lecture 
by rrofeisor Robertson In The 
Victoria Lint Night. 

There was but a small attendance at Pro- 
fessor Robertson's lecture in Tho Victoria 
lust night. Ik wv.s a very able presentation 
of the subject, and could not fail lo bu both 
interesting and profitable. 

Mr. D. Ker, president of the B. C. Agri- 
cultur*! Association, occupied the chair, 
and briefly introduced Professor Robertson, 
who, he was sure, would deliver a lecture 
that would be both useful and interesting. 

Professor Robertson said he had been 
assured thut he need n»t expect a large 
audience, but what there was would he of 
the best quality. Ue remarked that be- 
tween the cities and country therehad grown 
up a spirit of antagonism, the city men 
regarding the farmer ns one whose 
mission it was to do the drudgery, while the 
otiier came to consider that it v/as his busi- 
nesn to get through his work in the easiest 
way possible. He remarked that these 
ideas had to be got rid of. He commented 
on the fact that the citizens here had had to 
depend on Winnipeir'.for their butter, on 
Hamilton for their bacon, and on Mount 
Forest for their •atmeal. Tlie money whicli 
was sent away froui here for this purpose 
Uiight very readily bo retained. lu tho 
Kasl tlio impression was that Victoria was 
a nice (juiet place ; but since his arrival 
here he had noticed signs of Hubslantiul 
progress. The building^ were not going 
ahead of the demand for occuimtion. He 
dwelt upon the delightful fruitful valleys 
upon this Island, which, if cultivated as 
they shouhl he, much moncj' that went 
abroad would be spent here. There was too 
little thinking on this subjict by both town 
and country people. Most people worked 
for the object of making money, but with 
.Scotchmen the idea was to set a good 
example. With the exception of fish, the 
farm and the garden furnished tlie entire 
food of the people ; and as the farmers 
learned to feud the people, so was the pro- 
gress of tho pcoide iulvance<l. In finding 
fond for the people, tbo farmers had won- 
derful resources under their control — the 
roots and the fruits and the grains which 
the earth produced, and the aidmuls wliich 
produced the elements contained in tlieiii 
in a more refined condition. Ho had seen 
fine crops in this province, wliich produced 
40 bushels to the acre. Besides the pro- 
duct of the grain which was suitable lor 
human food, there was the straw, the bran 
and the chaff, whicli the animals were able 
to turn into more profitable food. Food 
had to be furnished to repair waste and 
supply energy. The fanner had to fur- 
nish the repair to human waste, and to 
supply additional human energy. An ordi- 
nary man cousumed in his fnnil the energy 
which would move 3,400 tons a foot per day. 
He expluined the constituent parts of the 
huiran Ixidy, the material for which bad to 
be supplied by the farmer. Much of our 
foods were composed of alljuniiiu)ids and 
oaibo-hydrates. Reef contained too much 
alliuminoids, but this, with potatoes and 
starchy foods, made the best lor the sua- 
tcuance of huiiian life. The way in which 
they were fed had nuich to do with tho dif- 
ference between u .Scotchman and a (Hiina- 
nian. Bread rer|uircd to have albuminoids 
with it, anil if they were producod I'oa the 
i.sland of Vancouver, we could all'ord to 
have our bread buttered on both sidf^s. He 
refcr i'ud lo the luilritoiis i|ualiti['s of pork 
and beans, the eombinatioa of the eleijijiils 
in tlieiii luiviiig adiiiinibly sliowa the com- 
mon teii.se of those who used them. la lind- 
iim food for the ])eoplc, the farmer had lo 
remember that the crops took out three 
things from tho soil. These were 
nitrogen, phosphoric acid and ijotiisli. 

.Mr. Rol.crlson explained tho advantage 
of producing both grains and meat foods, 
and said that there was no part of ('aniuhi 
which bad such excellent facilities to make 
mixed farming pay as British Columbia. 
He was convinced that here tlie farmer 
would always have a quick and sure de- 
mand for what he produced, and thertftuc 
there was an additional reason why mixed 
farming should be followed. He explained 
at length the operations and the useful 
work of the Agricultural Department at 
Ottawa. He showed how much more valu- 
dile productive lands were, and said ho 
would rather have forty acres of draintd 
land than a hundred which were not pro- 
uctivo. He therefore advocated smaller 
holdings. In Ontario there were over 750,- 
(10(1 cows, besides homed cattle, which were 
being produced for beef. As the result 
of three years' agitation there had been 
built in Ontario ."i.jOO silos. He eutcied up- 

II tho bciiolits of wliich these were 
ud nilvocated their eucoui'iigeiaoiil and 

utilization, bath on acccuuit of their 
lieapiii^ss and of their eflicieiicy. 
le (id'ered to fuitiish all iafiinmi- 
tioii on the .subject of silo.s. I'rof. Robcrl- 
u ilcKci-ibed the difl'creut Btagcs of corn 
growth, and the constituent parts of it at 
pcctive periods. He explained at 
length the prociiss of converting the food of 
the cow into milk, showing how the butter 
was formed upon it. A cow was always 
willing to make butter if she had the chance, 
1 the employment of silos would enable 
butter to be produced as cheaply In winter 
as in I'UiMner. 

Last year this province imported a mil- 

III and a half pounds of malt, and yet ex- 
perts said tliut we cinild grow it us well 
here as on tho other aide of tbo Rockies. 
In the horticultural department of the 
Kxperimental Farm there were thousands 
of H])ceimcn.s of different varieties. To 
vegetables and poultry great attontion was 
paid, tlieir importance being fully recog- 
nized. Tho lecturer alluded in "foicible 
terms to the necessity of skilled agriculture, 
and concluded with a review of tho different 
provinces and their special resources. 

On motion of Mr. Kcnouf, seconded by 
Mr. Templeinan, a hearty vote of thanks 
was unanlir.ously tendered to the lecturer. 

The lecture was Illustrated by maps and 
instructive diiigranis.

And Will Sail Again To-morrow— Par- 
ticulars uf tlio Salmon 
Pack. 

The round trip of tho C. P. N. Co. 's 
steamer Princess Louise to Fort Simpson 
and way ports, which was completed yes- 
terday morning, was nuule in less than 
eight days, and every cannery and shipping 
point was called at, both upward and down- 
ward. This is an uncommonly quick trip, 
but there is nothing slow about the com- 
mander and crew of the Louise. She dis- 
cliargoct tho greater part of her northern 
cargo yesterday, and will again sail for tho 
river ports to-morrow. 

On tho lust voyage, tino weather was the 
rule: fog the exception. The latter <le- 
tained tho steamer tor the creator part of 
one day on the up trip, and held her for 
live hours in Queen Charlotte Sound. The 
down passenger list was a cosmopolitan one, 
being madfltup of 46 whites, l.'i Japanese, 
.'ij Chinese iraa over 100 Ir.dians, the major- 
ity of the Siwashes being en route to 
the hop fields of Washington. Tho 
cargo for Victoria consisted of 800 cases of 
salmon; ,'500 from Findlay, Durham and 
r.rodie. River's Inlet; 300 from the Bal- 
moral; and L'OO from the B. A. P. Co. 

The pack on the Skeeua is now cmplete; 
each cannery averaging from 10,000 to 11!,- 
OOO cases. Draney's canuury at River's In- 
let leads the northern ])ai,k this season with 
15,000; while the Anglo 15. C. Packing Co. 
(Mr. G. Holmes, manager), huvedone thebest 
on tho Skeena. They have l,'t,000 eases 
up, and ready for shipment. On the Naas, 
tho fish are still running as they have for 
weeks past — millions of hump liacks, but 
very, very tew serviceable lish. The Naai 
river canneries are putting up about '200 
cases a day, and when they close down will 
each have about 'J, 000. 

J. Hoskius, who went north some time 
ago on a prospecting trip, returned by the 
Louise. He spent most of his time in the 
country tributary to tho Naas, where he is 
reported to have found good gold indica- 
tions, and rich surface croppings. Tho ox- 
act character of hi^tind he keeps to himself, 
just at present. Mr Green, who accom- 
panied him north, is still in the neighbor- 
hood of tho Forks, investigating the charac- 
ter of the agricultural land, which there 
abounds. 

Mr. Gamble, the Government engineer, 
left the Louise, at Port Essiogton, whence 
he proceeds to the canyon on the Skeena, 
to see about blasting the rock there, so that 
the steamer can ascend. The Caledonia is 
now laid up, at Fort Simpson, having made 
her last trip for tho season.

THE MACDONALD MEJIOlMAli IN- 
ST. PAUL'S. 

Lord DnlTerlu on the Late Canadian Premier. 

On Monday afternoon a meeting; of the 
committee formed to erect a memorial of- 
the late Sir John Mucdonald, a site for 
which has Ijecn granted by the Dean and 
Chapter of St. Paul's Cathedral, was held at 
the ollicea of the Imperial Federation 
League, Charles street, Berkeley Square. 
The Marcjuis of Duflferin and Ava took the 
chair, and among those preaent were Sir 
George Bowcn, Sir Charles Tupper (High 
Coniniiasioner for Canada), Sir Frederick 
Young, Sit John Colomb, M.P., Sir Cliarlea 
(.'lillord, Lioutenant-Goneral Laurie, Sir 
Daniel Coopor, Mr. Henry Kimber, M.P., 
and Mr. 0. V. Morgan, M.P. 

Lord DuU'erin moved a resolution to tho 
eCfect that a fitting memorial of the late Sir 
John Macdoriald should be erected in the 
metropolis of tliia country, in grateful rc- 
membra lice of the distinguished services 
rendered by him to the Knipiie ; that the 
offer of the Dean and Chapter of St. Paul's 
to provide a situ for it should be accepted ; 
and that the public aliould bo invited to 
Bupply the re(|uisite fuiida. Hia lordship 
said : Met aa we are to-day, for a coiiiniou 
purpose, it is quito unnecessary for me to 
interpose anything but the briefest possible 
observationa. The object of this gathering 
is to consider in what way wo can best 
mark our respect for the late Prime Minis- 
ter of Canada, and also liow we can best 
enable those wlio are with us in wishing to 
show their appreciation and esteem for him 
to join us in erecting some monument to 
his memory. I daresay there are present 
in this room many of Sir John .Macdoiiald'a 
personal friends, and perhaps some of his 
political adherenta ; \iut outside of all this 
necessarily restricted circle there are un- 
doubtedly hundreds — nay, even thousands — 
of Knglishincn who are conscious of the 
debt of gralituile they owe to the 
distinguished statesman, who for an 
almost uninterrupted perioil of 40 years 
presided over the destinicd of the Dondnion 
with such ability and succias. (Cheers. ) 
It is a characteristic of success to conceal or 
minimise the very qualities which secure it; 
but there is no dotibt that, although from 
time to time Sir John Macdonald was called 
upon to meet many an unexpeot^sd and diffi- 
cult emergency, he invariably displayed both 
courage a'nA resource. It seems to me that 
the best proof of his extraordinary ability 
is to bo found in the ovsn teuor with which, 
during recent years, Canada has pursued 
her successful way, in the absence from her 
history of all serioua political complications, 
and, above all, in the freedom from all 
au-\iety on our part in regard to her pro- 
gress amongst the dependencies incorporat- 
e<i with-.n the liiitish Empire — and that, 
too, in apite of the peculiar delicacy of her 
geographical position, the ethnological di- 
versities among her population, and tlie 
consefiucnt conllict of interests « hich those 
diversities must liave engendered. (Cheers.) 
What might liave happened had the des- 
tinies of the country been confided to the 
hands of a less prudent, less cautious, Ioe.h 
skilful, or leas patriotic pilot, only those 
who are acquainted witfi the intricacies of 
Canadian political problems can adequately 
appreciate. (Cheers.) In saying this I do 
not in the least d<'sire to commit either 
myself or any ot those now present to an in- 
discriminate approvol of everything he may 
have said or done in the course of his long 
career. As an ex-Colonial Governor, 1 
should instinctively shrink from identifying 
myself with the political progranime of any 
party or any Ministry. It is our especial 
duty ds governors to stand aloof from that 
severe political warfare which occasionally 
rages around us. But we are as- 
sembled hero to do honor, not 
to a consummate party leader, or 
a skilful tactician, but to a great Im- 
perial statesman, who, as tho trusted Min- 
ister of the Crown und the chosen represen- 
tative of the Canadian people during so 
many years, used his great abilities and 
industry and zeal to promote the ^best 
interests of Her Majeaty's Canadian sub- 
jects, and to maintain unimpaired those 
ties of interest and affection which, f Ivuit, 
are hnig deatined to bind the peoples of 
Canada and (ireat Britain in a fraternal 
union. (Cheers,) liefoie concluding tlieae 
brief observations, I cannot help desiring to 
bear my personal testimony to those en- 
gaging and lovi'able (pialities which en- 
deared Sir John Macilonubl to every repre- 
sentative of the Ciowii that was scut over 
from this country to assume the reins of 
government. Uls ecjuable and genial tem- 
perament, his deliciite couitosy, hia genuine 
kindne.HS, his con.siderale franhnofs, render- 
ed him one of the moat charming and satis- 
factory publio men with whom 1 have ever 
had the good fortune of being associated 
in tho conduct of public business. (Cheers. ) 
Above all things, this must be placed to 
the record of Ids great qua ilics — that he 
always showed a proud eagerness to take 
upon himself the responsibility of whatever 
line of action the head of the Canadian 
Government may have pursued on hia re- 
conimendatioD, 'to shield him from ar.y 
popular resentment to which that action 
may have given li.se, and at tho same time 
show the most scrupulous anxiety 
to avoid the slightest ajipcarance of shelter- 
ing either himself or hia party behind the 
prestige or the authority of the Crown. 
(Cheers.) A firm friend, a most generous 
and placable opponent, u charming compan- 
ion, an alTectionute husband, and a most 
tender father. Sir John Macdonnld, after a 
long life spent in the service of his country, 
bail descended to the grave mourned by hia 
Sovereign and all her represuntntives, pas- 
sionately regretted by hia personal friends 
and adkerenta, respected by llio.se who most 
differed from him in political o[iinions, and 
nniversaily honored by the Canadian people. 
(Cheers ) In these circiiinstaiicss it seems 
to me only natural that C'anadian lamenta- 
tions siiould tind an echo in hhigliiih hearts, 
and that we, on lliia side of the water, 
shoiihl desire to mark our appreciation, our 
reverence, and our love of one who so 
nobly fiiUided his duty, and has left ua all 
so bright mid lionoiable an example. 
(Clieers.) During the last half century, in 
the four quarters of tho globe, there have 
been Colonial statesmen of lirst-rate ability 
endeavoring to advance the fame and the

" TJie PARTY OF PURITY." 

The organ of the Opposition iu this city 
virtually admits that the Liberals erpect to 
bo elevated to power, not because they Imvc 
done anything to deserve the confidence of 
the people of the l)i)minion, but because 
some of the civil servatit.sof the (iovernnieiit 
^lud some of the contractors for public 
works have acted foolishly, dishonestly and 
corruptly. It says that to come to a difTcr- 
cut conclusion ia to pay a poor coinpliiiient 
to either tho conscience or the discermnciil 
of the electorate. It is certainly paying the 
electorate a very poor com])linicnt, indeed, 
■to expect that they will condemn all the 
members of the Uovernnient and all the 
leading men of the Conservative party be- 
«auae a few Government ofBciala — and not 
•all of them Conservatives — and a firm of 
contractors have abused the trust that was 
^)lacod in them. Even if every man who is 
accused of being implicated in the scandals 
now being investigated, shall be proved to 
be guilty of what is laid to bis charge, no 
reasonable or fairmindcd man would, on 
that account, condemn the whole Conserva- 
tive Party. Tho man who would do so 
would be either a senseless political bi^'ot or 
a down-right fool. To condemn a wlsoli! 
.praty because some of its menilieis h;ivL' 
-done wrong is utterly unjubt and 
-unreasonable. Tried by such a ' rule 
there is not an association in the world, 
sacred or social, that would not be con 
dcnined. They have all had their black 
Hheep, some of them very l)lack indeed, and 
in the very highest places. If tlie rule of 
the Times were applied to the IjiLeral Par- 
ty, it would be an utter waste of time and 
energy to attempt to recommend it to tho 
people of Ihis Dominion. 

But the Times would have the people of 
Canada be guilty of even a greater absurdi- 
ty than that of coiulfming a whole body for 
the evil deeds of a few of its members. It 
considers that they ought to conclude that 
the Liberals aio able and upright because 
some Conservatives, as it considers, have 
been proved to be the reverfc. It does not 
follow, we must remiml our contenipnrary , 
that (; iiiiiJ I) arc faitlifiil and honest men 
. because A and li have shown themaelvt.s to 
be scoundrels. But, if it believes that the 
people of Canada attend to ttot in this per- 
fectly reasonless manner, it will find itself 
grievously mistalcen. The Liberals must 
show by their works that they are fit to l;e 
ti-usted before the people of Canada will 
think of trusting them- They are not an 
.ilupi<i as to clothe the I.ilieral I'irty with 
;all the virtues ;ind all the taleuts, merely 
l)ecausesomo of tho Conservative Party, 
whom they trusted, have di8,ippointed 
them. Vet this is what tlie Tiiiiut and 
many otlior Liberal organs expict the into 
do. Tliey liclievn that, tliey will have a tine 
ca.sy Lime of it at the next election. .Ml 
they will have to do will bo to declare that 
some Conservatives have been proved to be 
rery black indeed, in order to prevail upon 
the electorate to believe that all tho Liber- 
als are as white as the driven snow. 

The language of the Liberals, it eaya, 
■will be : " I'ut us in jiower ami wo will 
.jiiirify the administration for you." 'i'lie 
Liberals iiiuilo fcuch a jiromisit as this once 
.■ before. They posed as the parly of purity. 
And did their practice agree with their 
.professions? Did they, durhig their short 
'.administration of the affairs of this Domin- 
don, leave the impression on the iieople tlial 
•.tlicy were incoi rupt, that they wore pat- 
tern.-i of all that was (lisiiilere^lcd and up- 
right and pure in politics? Did not the 
time come when theword"pnrity"happ«ne(l 
to be used in connectiou with tho acts of 
anany Liberals it was rcgai tled by ihepublic 
iM the most cutting irony. 

What reason have tlie people of Canada 
,to concluao (hat in the school of adversity, 
which the Liberals have most uuwilliugly 
attended for thirteen years, they have 
uudeigouo a moral trttJisformation 1 Have 
they iu that time taken degrees in political 
virtue 1 Hub their oonduct at elections and 



in Parliament, and wherever the.y have had 
the opportunity of showing to the world 
the advance they hare made in political 
rectitude, proved to the people that they 
deserve to be called in any'other than an 
ironical sense the party of purity?" 
'i'horo will be but oiio answer to this i|uc3- 
tion from Capo Breton to Vancouver Island. 
The experience of the last thirteen years 
has proved to the world that the Liberals, 
na a party, aro not fitted to effect a reform 
in the political morals of the Dominion, 
and they have besides shown thomselvea to 
be wholly devoid of political forcBight and 
sagacity. 

'DISQSACEFUL. 

I'he account of Iho gome of lacrosse, play- 
ed by the Vancouver and New Westminster 
teams, on Saturday, is not by any means 
pleasant reading. It is irony, of tho most 
cutting kind, to speak of such a gaino as 
that as sport. Those engaged in it seem to 
have completely forgotten themsolvcs. Per- 
haps there is no better lest of true nianli- 
ness than an exciting game like lacrosse or 
football. An honorable, manly player, will 
scorn to take un unfair advantage of nn op- 
ponent, ho will not think of resorting to 
violence iimler any eircumatances, and he 
will Ijoar the rougliucss, incidental to tho 
game, withgnoil luniior. The cad or the 
ru llian in grain, will act in just the upposite 
way. He ia bound to win by fair moans or 
foul. Ho loses his temper and docs his best 
to ditablc his oppoiieiit, and he resents ac- 
cidental roughness, and retaliates us if it 
were intenliunal. Two or ihii c such men 
as this will spoil any <;ame ami drmiirah/.e 
tho Lest tcania that were ever brought iuto 
a field. 

Such conduct as was witnessed at West- 
minster on Salunlay gives the country a 
had name. We ace mie of lb- !'ealtle 
pa}ier3 apuaks of the tiehl as a " .'ui.ghter 
pen," and characteri.sta llie match as "a 
butcher game." This ia greatly to be de- 
plored. Referees cannot be too particular iu 
putting doM'n the beginnings of unfairness 
and rowdyism. They should not hcaitatu 
to send the first man who use.'; his atick i<r 
his feet unfairly otf the lield, and the 
referee who is not austoined in such it 
decision by the teams should resolutely 
refuse to act. Club?, too, should do all 
they can to discountenance unfairness in the 
field. A man who ijorsitds in playing tlie 
rough should be tlciirived of his member- 
ship. If lacrosse is to he the national game 
of Canada it should be played honorab'y uud 
ill a gentlemanly w.iy. 



A llA/lOAiy. 



We are surprised to see that there arc 
newspapers hold enough to try to get the 
people, of any part ol tlic Dominion, to be- 
lievo that the Liberal Party have the power 
to carry out their policy of unrestricted re- 
ciprocity. It might be supposed that read- 
ers, capable of forming an intelligent opin- 
ion on any subject at all, could sec in a 
moment, that in promising to give the peo- 
ple of the Dominion unrestricted reciprocity 
with the United Stales, the I-iberals were 
pledging themselves to what thoy had no 
power to carry into efifect. 

Unrestricted reciprocity must bo the re- 
sult of a bargain between Urcat Britain and 
the United States. The IiegiaUturea of 
both countries must agree to tho arrango- 
nient liofore it can have even an existence. 
It is simply an iuipoasibilily for one of the 
parties to decree it without first obtainuig 
the consent of the other. The very term, 
" reciprocity," shows that it is absurd for 
one of the parties to promise it, or even to 
Bgitote for it without knowing how it ia re- 
garded by the other. What wouhl be 
thought of the man who Ijouglu his neigh- 
bor's house at his own fireside, and fixed up- 
on the price and conditions of payment in 
the bosom of his family, without first find- 
ing out whether or not his neighbor was 
willing t,o sell? Such a man would be re- 
garded by lliose who knew what he was do- 
ing, as a lunatic, ami if lie kt'pt on making 
liis one-sided bargain tlicrc would soon be 
talk of sending him to an asylum for troat- 
meiil and safe-keeping. 

How much more sensible are the I^iherals 
who are making iinrcili-ictuil reciprocity the 
sole plonk of their political platform than 
the monomnniKC we have described. They 
ask the people to .lapport them because they 
favor uiirestricteil reci|)rouity before they 
know w hether the Americans are willing to 
enter into such a relalion with tho Domin- 
ion — when indeed they have the best reason 
to conclude thoy are not willing. They raay 
amuse themselves liy talking about tho good 
that unrealrictcd rcciiirocity may do ; tlu-y 
uny settle aiiKJiu,' ltioiii:itlvi s tlial there 
alia.ll nut be any discrimination against 
l'.i);.;lana, and they may make up thl-ir 
mitiils that it shall not bo unlimited all at 
once, but shall become bo by degrees ; but 
what will all this talk amount to before it 
is known what the Americana are willing to 
do? Just mere Ijabyish babble. Tho agita- 
tion may go on for years, anil i>illy and aiin- 
"uine jii fiple may believe that it in just 
within their reach, when a wmil from the 
other side of the lino uiay show them what 
fools they have Leon building castles in the 
air. 

And the Liberals go on b-.iilding these 
caallea wlieii tliey have been lo'.d in the 
plainest teniia liy American public men that 
tlu! United .States will never consent lo un- 
restricted reciprocity with Canada unless 
political union ia iho principal condition. 
La.st year Mr. Mitt wa-s pcrsuailed to move 
a resolution iu tho lloimo of Keprc.-ii.'ntii- 
tivcs favoring reciprocity wi;li t'auuihi. 
ll .was very coldly rcceivi:il, and the mem- 
bers who spoke upon it regarded unlimited 
reciprocity simply as a preliminary to an- 
nexation. Mr. Jackson of PeunBylvania 
said: " If this resolution tends to anything. 
It is to Qovernmental union n ith Canada. 
It moans in the future what is popularly 
tormod aunoxatiou of Canada to the United 



States." And this is liow Mr. Buttorworth 
of Ohio expresaed himaclf on tho subject; 
"I have believed, and do now, that such 
unhampered trade relations Avould lead to 
political union. " Mr. Baker of New York 
spoke still more plainly. He said: "lam 
hoping to see the day of Canada's richest 
blessing, when she bocomea part of our Con- 
federation. Commercial Union \vo will not 
favor except as a means to u speedy end." 
When Senator Sherman introduced a 
resolution in the Senate proposing to ap- 
point eomniiasionera " to consider the best 
niotliods of extending trade relations be- 
tween Canada and the United States," not 
a singlo Senator except tho mover spoke in 
its favor, and it was thrown out of tho 
Senate as unworthy its consideration. 

This ia how the proposal of the Canadian 
Li beral Party was regarded on the other side 
of itic line. Iv. Canada ituvaainadBthe policy 
of a party, and apeeches wore made upon it 
in rarliamcnt uud from many platforms iu 
tho country. In the States it was looked 
upon as a preliminary to annexation, and iu 
the Senate it was regarded as notwithm the 
aphere of practical pcditics. Still in the 
face of Ihis, the Liberal politicians and 
editcua waste their time in presenting pro- 
posals for unrestricted reciprocity to the 
people, and t&lk about making it their 
policy at the next general election. Are 
they not quite as foolish us the poor mono- 
maniac who made a. bargain with himself to 
buy his neighbor's house ?

THE SCHOOL TRUSTEES. 



Mfietinfif Last nijrht — A Substitute 
Teacher Anpointed to the Girls' 
lljg-h School. 



The Hoard aud tho Snperiutendeut of 
Education— A Question of School 
Accommodation. 



It was almost half an hour after the time 
set for ^entering upeii tho business of the 
evening, when the school trustees, under 
the presidency of Chairman Ilayward, came 
to ordei-, last evening. All mendjers of the 
Board were present, and, before taking up 
the order of connnnnicutiona, 

Truhtkk M(:Con.n.\n renuested that his 
name he removed from those forming tho 
conmiittee to ajjpoint a substitute for J^liss 
Armstrong, principal of the Girls' school, 
during her ah.senco. lie had not been con- 
sulted in the matter, and, consequently oi;- 
jected to serving upon the committee. 

TsinsTKK Jkssoi', rising to a question of 
privilege, said that Trustee McConnan 
must certainly be laboring under some mis- 
apj)rchension, a.H the other members of the 
eonnniltec had consulted him, and the se- 
lection of Mr. Kerr for the position had 
met with his approval. 

'I'ufSTKH Mi:t/'o.s"NAS acknowledged that 
his memory had, for the monient, played 
him false. He had been consulted as to the 
selection of Mr. Kerr. 

Supt. Pope, replying to a communication 
from the Board, addressed to tho Couneil of 
Public Instruction, wrote that the Board 
had no authority to appoint teachers to 
])osi lions other than provided for in the 
estimates ; the necossary authority being 
obtainnblo from the Government. 

Tkustke JE.S.S01' expressed surprise at 
the tenor of tSupt. Pope's communication ; 
ho bad understood otherwise from conver- 
sation with the superintendent. To avoid 
future misunderstandings, he hoped that all 
communications with the Council of Public 
Instruction would be in writing. 

The letter from Ur. Pope was placed upon 
file. 

In aoknowledcment of the resolution pass- 
ed at the Board^ lost meeting, re<| nesting 
his opinion upon the right of the Trustees to 
re(jue3t the attendance of Supt. I'ope, and 
eiKiuire into the marking ot examination 
papers, the Attorney-tJejieral, through his 
de|iuty, .Mr. Barton, wrote that tho ques- 
tion was not of such a character, iu his 
opiuion, ua to require an expression of his 
views upon. 

This comnninication, too, was received 
and Hied. 

J. N. Muir informed the Board that ten 
pupils, not of school age, attended the Vic- 
toria West school, last j'ear. Tliis was con- 
trary to the rules and regulations, which, if 
not strictly enforced in this particular, 
would crowd the schools with toddlers of 
two years old. Filed 

Tkustkk ,lE.s.sor, for the committee ap- 
pointed to select a substitute for Miss Arm- 
strong during her absence, reported that 
the best available teacher, Mr. Kerr, had 
been selected for the position, and had 
already entered upon his duties. 

In reply to an enquiry as to tho amount 
of remuneration, Trustee Jessop said tho I 
this was something with which the commit- 
tee had nothing to do. The act provided 
that the supply should be paid by the 
teacher iibsent from duty. 

The report was received and the commit- 
tee discharged. 

Tbe architect for the school improvements 
at Victoria West being in attendance, With 
tho tenders received, ttie chairman suggest- 
ed that some action be taken with respect 
thereto. 

Trustee McLadohi.ik said that when 
the committee, of which he was in charge, 
had advised the enlargement of the Vic- 
toria WcHt school, and the appointment of 
an additional teacher there, they were not 
aware that other schools required attention 
of tho kind referred to, oven more than 
Victoria West. It would hardly ho right 
to receive tenders for the Victoria Wesk 
school until it was known what would be 
done for tho others. 

TlU'sTEK J icssoi' said that, now that the 
schools were open again, the board would 
he in a better position than before to see 
v. here space and assistance were most re- 
quired. 

Tiu'.s'rKE Richards, who had visited the 
selioola during the day, said that in eomo of 
tho wards he foui;.l fjur scholars occupying 
seats and desks intended for hut two. 
W hile such a state of aliairs e.-vi.-iteil, satis- 
factory progress could hardly be e.vpecteil. 

The opening of tho tenders wus deferred 
for ono week. 

TitusTEE McLauiiiii.in briclly commenting 
upon the benefit to be derived by teachers 
going over tho examination papers with 
their pupils, and teaching them from their 
failures, introduced the resolution repriuted 
below : — 

'■Resolved, that this Hoard believes it con- 
ducive to the best inKn-eats of eilncalioii i;i 
tills city, that, as soon as ))03sil)le alter each 
half-yearly ox;iniination, tiiu teachers of the 
pulilic and IiIkIi schools, reviowinji the (|ues- 
t ions .4et at tl'icso cKaniinatious, and tlu: work 
of tlie im]iils in connection lliorewUh, more 
particularly their failures, instruct tliair classes 
upon these oxamlnation questlODB, and other- 
wise! judiciously comment on the most suitable 
and correct replies to be ({ivon thereto: 

KeHOlved. that the priju'ipals of sidiools, and 
all olhers inti rcHleil in ediiealion. are respi'et- 
fully reipic-ited to aid in eurri ip},' inlo ell'eri 
tile vie\v.^ of the i'ourd as eoiiKiiiiod in the 
forcfioiuK rt^.solutioH." 

Tho resolution was secondeil by Truslee 
Jessop, and conlially supported by Tru^lll■e 
Richards. 

TucsTKH .McCoNNAN' was 0))piised to the 
course Fugge.sted ; he did not consiiler it 
right that e.vLaininalion papers should be r(^ 
viewod by teachers and scholars. If the 
resolutioo received the saiietiou of the 
Board, it would be going b'lcU upon its pre- 
vious action. He moved that the re.soluticm 
he tabled for one week, in order that trus- 
tees might look carefully into it. 

The amendment fiiiled to find a seconder, 
and the resolution was adopted. 

Titi'STKi: KniMAltD.s thought that the 
Board would agree with hint that the .'\t- 
torney-tieiieral should lend the I!o,ud all 
necessary aasistaiico iu detci mining the 
powers and duties of tho trustees, and he 
therefore f-ulinutl(Ml the following ri^solution, 
which was ii,.,u')ndcd by Trustee Morrow ; 

\\' ni';Kr-..\s, this Hoard is of oiiinlon 1 1ml , iu 
order to faeiii ato tho business of lliis Hoard, 
tlie opinion of tlie hon. tho Al.lor.iey (leiiend 
on the (luest.iou subniittod for his consitleral i(»n 
in a resolution pasHeil.at tho last, muetiiit'of 
this Hoard, would bo of ureut assistance ; 

He it llieroforo roeolved, that tho lion. Altor- 
n(!j-(Jonoral bo ro.Hpoetfully roiiuested to favor 
tins Hoard with his opinion on the question 
submitted in said resolution. 

I'ho mover remarked that the Board 
could not proceed intelligently until it knew 
tho position it was in with respect to tho 

Buperintendent of education. Tho seconder 
thiuighl the Attorney-(iencrul bad given no 
answer at all to the (|uestion of tho Board, 
and had .simply adopted a policy of evasion. 

TmiHTFF. .Iessoi' failed to sec where any- 
thing could be gained by jiressing this mat- 
ter further. The board had no power to 
sumnuui the Superintendent of Education 
before it. It would bo better to lot the 
matter drop, 

TausTEB MoCoHNAN shared this view of

the matter. By adopting the resolution, 
the board was 'only putting itself to in- 
creased and unnecessary tronlde. 

The ehairmnn and Trustee McLaughlin 
saw no advantage in pressing the resolution. 
Tho Atlorney-Coneral had slated his inten- 
tion not to interfere in tho matter ; and 
now, said Chairman Hayward, the best 
thing to be done is to submit a futl state- 
ment of the facta to the council of public 
instruction. 

The motion was lost on a tie, the chair- 
man giving his vote to defeat it, with the 
remark: " When a man says no, I take it 
he means no." 

TiiusTEE RlCllAKDS moTed that, in conse- 
quence of the present crowded condition of 
the schools and unusually hot weather, the 
Educational Department be requested to 
extend the vacation, in the city scboola, un- 
til .September let. 

This resolution was debated at length, 
amended to make tbe extension of bolidaya 
until August '24th, and finally lost upon a 
division of two for, three against, Trustee 
McLaughlin not voting. 

Tkdsteb Morrow introduced the follow- 
ing : 

'■Whereas, the o'timates provide for ad- 
ditional teachers for the Victoria West school, 
and also for a new schoel in the city of vie- 

'"And whereas, the Board of Trustees are of 
the opinion that the followlni? ward Bchools, 
Ti7..: James Bay, Hillside and Spring UidRe, 

are In a very overcrowded state ; 

And whereas, llio Council of I'ubllc Instr^c- 
lion liaTO stated that tho trustees will require 
to apply to the Provincial Government if it is 
desirable in their opinion that nddilionnl 
teachers to the foregoinK ward schools bo niarte 
in proforcnco to tho additional teachers at v ic- 
torla West, and the now school provided in tho 
estimates ; 

Ho it thoroforo resolved, that this Board is of 
tlio opinion that it is ndvisahlo to supply new 
tcachora for tho ward schools named in pre- 
ference to Victoria West or establishiuK a new 
school." 

Thia resolution was made tho subject of 
considerable discussion, and was linuUy 
withdrawn, with the understanding that 
it should be ugain presented at the next 
regular meeting. 

A long list of articles required in the 
rarioua departments was read and referred 
to tho committee of supply, with power to 
act. 

Trustees McLaughlin, Saunders and 
Richards w ore named as a finance commit- 
tee, and to them was referred a bill fur 
back hire amounting to S3, the instructions 
being to pay it if correct. 

On motion of Trustee Richards, a copy of 
Trustee McLaughlin's resolution was or- 
dered to be Bent to the Superintendent of 
Education, and to each of tho principals of 
city schools, and the Superintendent was 
re(inested to supply the heads of each de- 
partment with copies of the papers set at 
the recent examinations. 

This concluding the business of the even- 
ing, an adjournment was taken until Mon- 
day, at tho usual hour.

f roceedlnes at the llnlf-Yearly Meetlnc— The 
Cbairmau'g Stntemeut— A Fiivorable 
Keiiort. 

The half-yearly general meetint; of the 
Bank of British Columbia was held at tlie 
Cannon street hotel, Loudon, Eng., on 
Wednesday, of lust week. Sir Robert Gil- 
lespie, (the chairman), presiiling. 

Tho General Manager, (Mr. M. Hughes), 
having read the notice convening the meet- 
ing.— 

The chairman said : Gentlemen, before I 
commence the business, I wish to apologize 
for the absence of my friends, Mr. Colvillc 

. and Mr. Benson. Mr. Colville, I am sorry 
to say, has been compelled to leave London 
owing to indisposition. Mr. Benson hiio 
cone to America, unil during liis visit we 
have great hopes that he will hare an oppor- 
tunity of iieeiug some of our hriinchea. Now, 
gentlunion, the period lias urrivecl wlion I 
have again tlio honor to meet you ut the 
lialf-ycarly meeting, ending .'iOtli .hino last. 
At this meeting we do not submit to you 
eitlier a report or account — these will be 
distributed presently, after audit ; but hnv- 
ing ascertained by telegr.iphio message the 
result of tho half-year, wo are in 6 position, 
at this early period, to recoumiend tho divi- 
dend and bonus for the half year just 
expired. I am rery happy to be nhlo 
again to congratulate you on tlic 
successful result of tlio half-year— a half- 
jrear, notwithstanding its attendant anxie- 
ties, that compares most favorably with iiny 
previous similar period of the year ; for 1 
would remind you thnt we always consider 
the first half of the year as all'ording less 
opportunity of profit, owing to their being 
less business goaerally than during the last 
half of the year. The amount wo have to 
deal with at the present time as net profit is 
f47|U7 16s. lid., which approximates to 
the last half year's profits, and is consider- 
ably in excess of any previous half-year 
ending in June since the bank has been 
established ; indeed, it contrasts remark- 
ably witli even recent -Juno results, which I 
am sure must be highly gratifying to you, 
jgentleincn, as it is to your directors. 
\Vhilo thus referring to this success, I think 
it right to state that it has arisen partly 
from on exceptional cause, viz. : the lateness 
of the shipping season ^n the Pacific coast, 
owing to tho unusually long outward pas- 
sages made by the ships, thus throwing 
business into the first part of the present 
year, instead of the last half year ; at the 
same time, there is no doubt that the 
development of the country and the great in- 
crease of trade have materiallyassistcd in the 
extension of our business. Von, gentlemen, 
will be anxious to know how we propo=c to 
deal with this sum of £17,147 IGs. lid., 
and 1 have pleasure in at once saying that 
wo intend to pay a dividiiul at the rate of 
6 per cent, per annum for tho half-year, 
and a bonus of 1 per cent., the same as last 
year. We intend to strtnijchen the reserve 
fund to the extent of i;i'2,000, making that 
fund .£i;20,000, and to carry forward the 
sum of £11,147 Ids. lid. to tho current 
half'ycar. You are aware, gentlemen, that 
our policy has been, and is, to continue to 
build up the reserve, a policy you have 
always approved of, but we hope that tho 
period is approaching — not immediately, 
perhaps — when we may with prudence 
make a larger division of protita among our 
shareholders. In the meantime, however, 
I sm confident in the opinion that you w-ill 
continue to approve the policy of increased 
reserves, for, with the much larger extent 
of business we are doing, good as it may be, 

' it necessitates a larger provision in that 
direction. The immunity from bad debts 
and losses hitherto has l)een remarkable, 
and redounds greatly to the credit and 
ability of our geucrul manager and chief 
ofliccrs; but it is a condition of things we 
cannot rely on, and it is therefore wise and 
prudent that in the Hood of our pros- 
perity and success we .shouKi make pro- 
visihous for Bucli possible contingencies. 
The balance of 5jl 1,147 to be carried for- 
ward to the next half-year is in excess of 
the usual sum, but your directors con.sider 
it desirable to do this, as we hope to make, 
as usual, a larger division than now recom- 
mended ut the end of the year ; and our 
most recent adviciea from the other side lead 
lis to conclude that there is nothing in the 
outlook to suppose that the result will not 
bo eciual to the corresponding period of last 
year. There seems to be the prospect of 
good crops generally, and un unusually ac- 
tive business season. The colony of liritisli 
Columbia is making rapid strides, and I 
hope, as I believe, accumulating wealth — 
inllucnces that cannot fail to atfect favor- 
ably our business. 1 need hardly say, gen- 
tlemen, tliat, with the aid of our senior otli- 
cers, we keep a strict ami continuous in- 
spection of the business of tlie dilfereut 
branches, now nine in number ; ami while 
it may be, and perhaps is, no easy task to 
imbue a number of gentlemen manugin;; our 
affairs with precisely the same views, I uin 
liappy to bear testimony to the loyalty, as 
a-wnole, of our staff, and to the ability with 
which they conduct the business of tho bank. 
To carry this out more practically, and to 
be more in touch with the working of the 
business, it has been our custom to 
liave one of our leading officers over occa- 
sionally on this side for a lime, and recent- 
ly wc have had I lie pleasure and the great 
advantage of cdiiferriug with our insjiector.

It has been of 
great advantage to ua as directors to have 
gained full knowledge of each account, and 
it has been a sonrce of extreme satisfaction 
to them to know we have one, as an inspec- 
tor, who is to remarkably conversant with 
the details of each and every account, 
and customer. Gentlemen, it is only due 
to Mr. Towiisend that I should avail of 
this opportunity to testify to you his great 
worth, and how much your directors ap- 
preciate his useful and intelligent services. 
And, gentlemen, while I name Mr. Towns- 
end more particularly, I trust it will not 
be sujiposL'd that there is any want 
of appreciation of the services of 
others, one and all. from tho 
general manager downwards, I believe they 
are inspired with the desire to do their duty 
and atsist in promoting the success of the 
bank ; and it is my most pleasing privilege 
to bear my humble testimony to this. In 
conclusion, allow mo to assure you of the 
satisfactory position of the bank, whether 
at home or abroad, and the increasing hold 
we retain in the coniidencc of tho cominuni- 
ties with whom wo conduct our businens, 
and I need hardly say with what i)ride we, 
year after year, )iresent (uir reports to you. 
I have now only to inove the following reso- 
lution : — " That ft dividend be paid on the 
paid-up capital of the bank at the rRli^ of (i 
per cent, per annum, and a bonus of 1 per 
cent,, free of income tax, for llie halt year, 
ended .'iOth dune last, payable on or after 
the 18th inst."

Tho chairman, in acknowledging tho com- 
pliment, assured tho shareholders that it 
was one of tho proud periods of his life to 
nieet them as ho had done for so many 
years, and bo able to give a good account of 
their stewardship. The utmost desire of 
tho directors was not only to promote, but 
to protect the interests of tho proprietors.

NANAinO. 

Nakai.mo, Aug. 10.— The steamship 
Lakino, arrived, this morning, from Alaska 
to load coal.

TAXtOIIVER. 

— Acting under in- 
structions from llic city solicitor, Chief of 
Police McLaren, to-day, ordered tho men 
working on the electric tramway, on Park, 
Veiiiibles and Oppenheimer streets to quit 
work immediately, under penalty of beirg 
arrested for trespassing on city streets with- 
out a license.

CLOVKKIiALK. 

The ranclicra had fine weather to iimko 
and save their hny this season, and it would 
be diflicult to find u crop inbetter condition* 
Tho (juantity, liowevor, ia not up to other 
seasons, the shortage being estimated at at 
least one third, and no doubt more than 
that ligure in many oases.' The oereula are 
later ihim could be desired, owtn^ to the 
wet spring in this part of the province. At 
pri sont the crop looks in good condition, 
though tlie yield will bo considerably short, 
owing to dry spells succeeding the wet 
springs. The fiuil yield is much lighter 
than that of last year, but the quality and 
general appeiuance ia fair, and doubtless 
the fruit will be nnicli lurger than wlien the 
trees are overloaded, as tliey were hut 
year. The rod crop received several much 
needed showers recently, which will have 
the efl'cot to bring it up to the general 
average. 

1'he IJoard of Directors of the Surrey 
Agricultural Association is worliiug liard to 
have u .succc-isful exhibition on iho lOth of 
,Sei)teinber. Last year t Ills Association held 
a tir.st-idass show, and tliis year they are 
arranging and working to make it still more 
complete in all its parts. Excursion trains 
arc expected for the occasion from the .South 
and i\uw Westminster. Tlic prize list ia 
greatly increased and the prizes liberal and 
open to exhibits from the whole province. 
Surrey is a pretty good section of the prov- 
ince to exhibit. There are old and well-to-do 
ranchers here, who feel strongly inclined to 
improve their stock, and will have ii sharp 
eye on the exhibits with a view to lousiness 
in the near future. 

It may bo in place here to say a word 
.^bout the location of this place, as doubtless 
many of your readers will be glad to learn 
Bonietbiug on this point. Cloverdalc is the 
principal station between New Westminster 
and the iEtoruational 'boundary, 15 milea 
from New Weatmiaster by rail and V2 miles 
by the Yale and other roads. The town 
site is laid out on the sonth-west quarter of 
section 8, township 8, one mile north of the 
NioomeUe river. Tbo site la beautifully 
located, all cleared and surrounded by good 
farms. It would be difficult to find a better 
place for stores and the various lines of 
business. Building operations have been 
somewhat relarilcd during the suinnicr, 
because train servico has not been placed on 
the railioail. Tlie compauy has ti.xed the 
first of September as the date upon which 
their regular train service will be estab- 
lished. This will prove an important .ship- 
ping point from tlic start, as there are largo 
quantities of farm produce to export and 
will be greatly increased in the near future 
under the slinmlus of railway facilities. 

Tho iusulTicient mail service to this 
thickly settled portion of the province is felt 
to be a serious inconvenience. Wliy this 
port should l>e only dished up with one nuiil 
a week and that run in a manner calculated 
to give the least servici^ ijo.'-.sible, does not 
appear very plain to those uuacquaiutod 
Willi Iho inner working of the mail service. 
The result of this iusulticient mail service is 
that ,1, laif/e portion of our letters etc. are 
mailed in Blaine, Wash., thus forking over 
onr dollars into Uncle Sam's coffers. 

Tho Methodists are at work upon a par- 
sonage, which promises to be a large and 
commodious structure and a lliingcf beauty; 
it is ia the suburbs of the town. 

The Presbyterians have plaotd Rev. Mr. 
McElmon in charge of their woik here. He 
comes here from the State of Washington, 
but is a Nova Scotian by birth and educa- 
tion, and having considerable experience in 
Pacific Coast pioneer work, which he can 
bring into requisition to advantage in this 
field. He has been busy the few weeks he 
has been here, and, as a result, his people 
have decided to build a church, and com- 
mittees are forwarding the preliminaries for 
that purpos;.

A BY-LAW 

Granting the Riglit and Privilege of Erect- 
ing, Conatructin^, Muiutuining, and 
Operating a District Tolegrapli .System 
in the City of Victoria, Province of 
British Colunihia, to tho Undermen- 
tioned Persons and their Assigns. 

Bb it Enacted by tho Mayor and Council of 
tho Corporation of tho City of Victoria as fol- 
lows :— 

1. That Benjamin Siiringor. JaniCi Van lira- 
nier, and Jonathan Miller, of Vancouver, Pro- 
vince ot llrltish Columbia, and J. Sinclair 
Ulackett, of Victoria, Province of liritiah Co- 
lunihia, and tliuir a!i3iKn.s (hereinafter called 
tho tirantces) be and they are hereby granted 
for tho period ot Fifty Years the riglit and 
privilege of eroding, conatructiuB, and main- 
taining and operating, and using lu, along, and 
over, and undor any and all tho streets of tho 
City of Victoria, what Is known as tho District 
Telegraph System.

and .--liall remove from the street: all surplus 
.sand, earth, rubbish, or other material caused 
thereby, and in doing audi work shall do tho 
same to the complete satisfaction of the City 
Surveyor. 

1. That whenever any person or persona, 
Company or Corporation, shall have obtained 
permi.ssion of tho Corporation to remove any 
building, structure or edifice through any 
street or streets of tho said City of Victoria 
with which the lines or wires of tho Grantees 
shall in any manner interfere, tbo said Grant- 
ees or their assigns shall, upon twenty-four 
hours' notice from such person or persons, 
Company or Corporation, raise or remove the 
said linos or wires so as to allow froo and 
unobstructed passage of any such building, 
>jtruetur(\ or ediflce, and if thosald Grantees 
shall neglect or refuse upon such notice to 
raise or romovo Riieh line or lines, the said 
line or lines shall be removed or raised by the 
city Surveyor, at the expense of the said 
grantees, 80 as to admit of tho froo passage of 
such building, or other edlQco or structure. 

It. That whenever it shall ho necessary in 
grading any street or alloy of thy said city, or 
in building any sidewalk, or making any other 
iinprovenionl thereon, to remove any polo or 
Iioles belonging to the saiil grantees, or on 
wliieli any line or lines, wire or wires, belong- 
ing to the siiiil grantees, shall be slrelche.l or 
fasleneil. the said gr.intces sliall, upon rec;ui ving 
twenly I'our hour.-,' mil ice from tho contractor, 
or oilier person having charge of such grading 
or other improvement, reniovo such pole or 
polos, and if tho said grantees, upon such 
notice, refuse or negloot to move such pole or 
polos, then such pole or polos shall bo removed 
by tho City .Surveyor, nl tho expense of tho 
said grantees. 

0. That it shall be uiil.iwful for any person, 
unless authorized by tho said grantees, to in- 
terfere, meddle with.

1. It shall be lawful for the Mayor of the 
said City of Victoria to raise by wa;. of loan 
from any iiorson or iielsons, body or bodies cor- 
porate, who may bo willing to advance tho

ORDERED TO LEAVE. 

Tk« Stum Sc'aoonor Loniss Olsen Hetnrns te 
Portland, from Bebrine's Sen— Four 
or Vive Schooners Df dslng Catttit. 

FoxTLAND, Aug. 8. — ^The steam schooner 
Louise Olsen reached here, this nrsorniug, 
haying come from Behring'a Sea, where she 
was ordered to leave bj' llie United States 
cutter Corwin. She carries 57 tons, and 
tiap 40 seals on board. The vessel is owned 
by Louib Olsen, of Tillamook, Dr. She left 
San Francisco last March, to engage ia seal 
Baheries in the North Pacific. 

Tlie greater part of the time since then 
lias been spent on the coast, where there are 
now many seals. After lisliing along shore 
until about July 10, flho went to Behriiig's 
Sea proper. The weiither w.-is bad, storm- 
ing most of tlio time. Only one day of 
good fi.shiiig was had. dust as liic weather 
settled, and a good season was looked for, 
the cutter, Corwin, bobbed up and ordered 
the Olsen to leave. This was July '20, and 
about :V2 miles south-west from Prince 
Ccorge's Island, which is 60 miles north of 
Sitka. 

From the vfp.sel it is learned thiil there 
were about lisliing schooners in l!eliriug'.s 
Sea and on the Alaskan coast. Tlu-y luivo 
nearly all been ordered to leave, and most 
of tliem have done so. Thcrr' are four or 
live, however, still dodging the rultors iuul 
men-of-war sent to protect the seals. It is 
tlKiught that we may at any time hear of 
ono or two of them having been blon n to 
pieces. The United States has two men-of- 
war and four cutters, Corwin, lUisli, Thetis 
antl Bear, in the waters, the last of which is 
away nortli. 

Great Britain has also two or three cut- 
ters watching things. It becomes somewliat 
risky to dodge all these cruisers. The high- 
eat catch known for this year was flOO, while 
several schooners caught only three or four. 
So far as can be learned, the season would 
have been first rnle had the two govern- 
nienta not closed the wati'VS. Thero_wcrc a 
grcul. many st.ds iu Bchring'.-' .Sea and also 
aruund Prince George'a Island.
